THE BRIGGS CASE. 


The Professor Again on Trial on Charges 
of 

New . Yorn, Oct. 3.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The famous case of 
Prof. Chacles A. Briggs, of the Union 
Theological Seminary, the charges of 
hetesv against whom have been agi- 
tating the Presbyterian church for a 
year anda half, came up this morn- 
ing at a regular session of the New 
York Presbytery. The General As- 
sembly at the meeting at Port- 
land, Or., last May refused to 
accept the presbytery’s dismissal of the 
charges against Bricgs and ordered the 
sem Mr to proceed with the trial. 

e Committee on Trial consists of J. 
J. Lampe, R. F. Sample and Elders J. 
J. McCook and J. J. Stevenson. There 
were present about half of the 215 
members ofthe presbytery. Dr. Briggs, 
the defendant, was also on hand, also 
the Prosecution Committee. Dr. Bliss 
was reflected moderator and Dr. Lampe 
clerk, 

At the afternoon session Dr. Hall 
raised the question whether the hear- 
ing should be public. He favored 
closed doors, and wanted all reports, 
evento the press, formulated in the 
session and sent out. Dr. Briggs re- 
plied that he favored open doors. 

It was decided that the public should 
be admitted, but if they made demon- 
strations as they previously did the gal- 
lery should be cleared. 


SHOTS EXCHANGED. 


A Nebraska County-seat War at an 
Acute Stage. 

Omana (Neb.,) Oct. 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] There was more trouble 
at Culbertson today in the Hitchcock 
county-seat war.

oc MORE ABOUT MARS. 


Astronomers Explain Results of Re- 
cent Observations, 


Prof. Holden Writes of the Work at the 
Lick Observatory—Prof. Pickering 
Tells of the Expedition 

in Pera.

(Minn.,) Oct. 3.—/By the 
Associated Press.]| The October num- 
ber of Astronomy, a scientific magazine, 
edited by Prof. Payne, of Carleton 
College, contains several valuable 
papers on the recent observations of 
Mars. The first is by Prof. Holden, 
who, under date of August 18, explains 
the work done by the big Lick telescope 


in Caliiornia, giving his conclusions as 
follows: 


I may briefly state my individual conclu- 
sions as to Mars at the opposition to be that 
the changes in the surface features of Mars 
as we now know them are probably not 
capable of being completely explained by 
terrestrial analogies. What are we to 
make of the lake caHed the Fons Juventz2, 
for example, which was a single object in 
1877, which was not vasible in 1879, and 
which has been both single and double dur- 
ing the present vear? Isitconceivable that 
an observer on Mars examining the earthin 
any partof its recent history would have 
seen such amazing to aphic changes 
as we this year have abserved*® Not to 
speak of the changes from opposition to 
opposition, it appears to me that careful 
examination of the long series of drawings 
of Mars, which we owe to Prof. Schiapa- 
relli and others up to the present time, 
will make it evident that there are enor- 
mous difficulties in the way of completely 
explaining the recorded phenomena by 
terrestrial analogies unless we also intro- 
duce serious modifications. 


Prof. Pickering, of Harvard College, 
writes under date of Arequipa, Peru, 
August 1. He says: 


In seeking to explain the observations, I 
would merely point out the fact that the 
changes occurred at a time when snow 
was melting with great rapidity; that 
a dark channel suddenly appeared July 12 
which had not been seen at the last pre- 
vious observation of this region on June 
13; that shortly disappeared again, and 
in a few days after this event the northern 
sea was largely increased in area tempo- 
rarily. or at least thatits southern shores 
became much darker. I think these 
changes cannot be explained by cloud 
effects. We have ready observed 
large whitish patches upon the planet, 
which undergo certain changes in shape 
and extended from night.to night. We are 
now studying them carefylly, although we 
findthem rather @ifficult of observation. 
These changes we are inclined to refer to 
the clouds, although the matter is not as 
simple as it might at first appear. If these 
effects are really due to the clouds, they 
are guite different in character from the 
other changes noted.

FLORIDA POLITICS. 


Republicans Have No Ticket in the Field 
for Today's Election. 

JACKSONVILLE (Fla.,) Oct. 3.—By the 
general election law passed in 1885, 
State and county elections in Filofida 
are separated from national and Con- 
gressional elections. This is the first 
year the separation clause of the new 
statute is operative. On Tuesday Flor- 
ida elects a Governor, Secretar of 
State, one Justice of the Supreme 
Court, an Attorney¥-general, Com 
troller, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
Public Instructions and Commissioner 
of Agriculture. All counties choose 
members of the lower house of the Leg- 
islature, and sixteen out of thirty-two 
districts choose State Senators. All 
counties choose county officers. There 
are two full State tickets inthe field; 
that of the Democrats and that of the 
party. That of the former is 
headed by Henry L. Mitchell for Gov- 
ernor; the latter by Alonzo P. Baskin. 
The Prohibitionists have a candidate 
for Governor, N. J. Hawley, but this 
party is not likely to poll over 500 
votes in the entire State. 

The Republicans made no nomina- 
tions this vear, either of national elec- 
tors, congressmen, State or county of- 
ficers, th alleged being the un- 
fairness of election laws passed 
by the Democratic Legislature. An 
agreement ts said to have be@n entered 
into by which Republican votes will te 
thrown forthe People’s party candi- 
dates, but asa gené@ral thing Republi- 
cans are not qualified for election by 
registration and paying poll taxes. 


GEN. SICKLES" POSITION. 


He Says He Witt Not Take the Sgump for 
Any Candidate. 
New Yor, Oct. 4.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| A morning paper says: 
Gen. Daniel Sickles will not go on the 
stump for Harrison in the present cam- 
paign. He made the declaration last even- 
fog and shattered the hopes many Repub- 
licans entertained. Tiifs hope was based 
on a published report of Gen. Sickles’ 
speech to his boys of the Third Army Corps 
at the recent reunion in Washington. 
‘There was nothing of a political char- 
acter in that speech,"’ said the General last 
night. ‘My reference to Gen. Harrison 
was not as the candidate of the Republican 
| party. but as a soldier and President of the 
United States. Neither candidate nor 
party were mentioned and political signifi. 
cance is given to the speech only by its 


adaptation to them.”’ 
pew! General added: the first time 


a sort of*mugwunmp, with 
Bw! indifference upon political parties 
and partisan contrition. No, I shall not 
go on the stump for either candi- 
date. I did so with Gov. Hijl for 
Cleveland in 1888 and our reward 
was to be accused of knifing the ticket.

ALLEGED DESERTERS. 


Wayne McVeagh and Ex-Judge Cooley 
Said to Have Left Their Party. 
New Yorx, Oct. 3.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Times says: 
Statements were made if political circles 
to the desertion 
from the Republican party of two Repub- 
licans of national prominence, which 
caused something of a sensation wherever 
they were heard. Wayne McVeagh. United 
States Attorney-General under Presi. 
dent Garfield, and ex-Judge Thomas 
M. Cooley of Michigin, formerly chair. 
man of the Imterstate Commerce Com. 
mission, are the men said to have 
decided to give their supporttothe Dem- 
ocratic candidates and their indorsement to 
Democratic issues as definedin this cam- 
paign. There was reliable authority for 
the statement each of these men would soon 
make public letters in which, over their own 
signatures, they would set forth the reas- 
ons which had led to their change of heart. 
Ann Oct. 3.—Judge Cooley 
this afternoon declined to confirm the 
statement published in the New York 
Times this morning to the effect that he 
is about to write a letter bolting the 
Republican party and deeiaring in favor 
of Cleveland. All he would say, was 
that the statemext was unanthorized 
and that he is in too poor health to 
enter actively into politics.

Washington Officials Consider the 
Situation Serious. 


Orders Sent to the Boston to Remain 
There and Guard the Interests of 
American Residents of the 
Islands.

New York, Oct. 3.—[By the Assocl- 
Press.] A Washington dispatch to 
the World says: ‘According to late 
advices received at the State 


ment from Minister Stevens, affairs on 


the Hawaiian Islands are growing from 
bad to worse. Serious political 
trouble, which may develop into 
a revolution, are feared. That the 
State Department views the situation 
with some concern, is shown by a re- 
quest from Secretary Foster that or- 
ders for the cruiser Boston to leave 
Honolulu for Acapulco, where she was 
to join Rear Admiral Gherardi’s 
special fleet, be countermanded, 
and that the Alliance be kept 
kept at Honolulu until after things are 
more tranquil. The Navy Department 
promptly acquiesced. Telegraph in- 
structions to this effect were sent to 
San Francisco on Saturday last and are 
in the mail, which left by steamer for 
Honolulu the same day. 

‘‘The orders for the Boston to sail 
were sent by the Alliance, which left 
San Francisco early last week, and it 
may happen that the Boston will get 
off before the mail steamerarrives with 
the ceuntermanded orders. In that 
event another vessel will be seat from 
San_ Francisco to join the Allfance in 
looking after American interests in 
Hawaii.

ride between Berlin and Vienna 
Lieut.

This is just half way to Vienna, and the 
distance, 200 miles, was covered in 
thirty-five hours, At that point they 
met the first of the Austrian officers rid- 
ing from Vienna to Berlin. There is 
much interest inthe competition, and 
large sums are wagered on the result. 
The last of the German riders started 
this morning. Altogether there are 
109 Germans in the race. Of the 
horses taking part, nine are English 
thoroughbreds, fourteen Engiish half 
breeds, tive Hungarian, one Kussian and 
the rest Prussian horses. Up to the 
present time only scant reports: have 
been received of the progress of the 


riders. Cold, wet weather and thick 
fog make the conditions bad for the 
riders. 


Vienna, Oct. 38.—Lieut. Miklos passed 
Bauzen this morning, after riding fifty 
hours and covering 447 kilometers. It 


is expected he will reach Berlin early 
tomorrow. 


Lonxpox, Oct. 3.—The Standard’s 
Vienna correspondent says: ‘The ride 
is turning out to be a senseless sacri- 
fice of horses and riders.

FRANCIS JOSEPH PROTESTS. 


The Anti-Semitic Party Rebuked—Count 
Kalnoky'’s Late Speech. 

Bupa Pesta, Oct. 3.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Emperor Francis 
Joseph received members of the Aus- 
trian and Hungarian delegations in the 
palace today. In course of his address 
to them the Emperor said that the re- 
cent conduct of the anti-Semitic mem- 
bers of the lower house of the Austrian 
Dict was a scandal and shame in the 
eyes of the world. He declared that 
such proceedings as they indulged in 
could no longer be tolerated, as they 
rendered it impossible for the Diet to 
continue its work.

Count Kalnoky’s address: was of a 
peaceful character.

Three European Powers Bulldozing the 
Little Republic. 

New York, Oct. 8.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| A curious story is in cir- 
culation to the effect that Great Britain, 
Germany and Italy, jealous of the ad- 
vantages Americans are reaping from 
reciprocity with San Domingo, have 
conspired to overthrow it. The action 
of Great Britain and Italy is not defined 
in the story, but it was said that Ger- 
many had offered Ulysses Heurex, 
resident of San Domingo, an annual 
bribe for life of $50,000 if he would 
declare the treaty abrogated. The 
Consul of San Domingo here today ad- 
mitted that these countries made a de- 
mand on San Domingo, in which they 
claim that under the clause of the for- 
mer treaty they are entitled to the 
‘‘most favored nation’’ treatment.

The Woman's Christian Temperance 
Unions of Southern California are about 
to make an effort to lift the debt from 
the Temperance Temple at Los Ange- 
les. This débt incurred during ‘‘boom”’ 
times, when so many private individu- 
als and firms came into a similar condi- 
tion, has since hung jbeavily over the 
unions. That they have been able to 
carry it and not sacrifice the property, 
when 80 many persons, even business 
men, have lost their all, has been dune to 


| great self-sacrifice apon the part of — 


women. 

Now they expect to have the asitat- 
ance of J. P. Fay of San José, general 

cretary of Y. M.C.A., one who has been 
very successful in this kind of work. 

Mr. Fay will give this month to the 
work, and it is noped he will receive a 
cordial reception. 

The question is often asked. of what 
use is the W.C.T.U.? What does it do’ 
The object, as stated in the constita- 
tion of the society, is to enlist and unite 
women in temperance work; to educate 
public sentiment to the standard of to- 
tal abstinence; to train the young in 
temperance principles; to save the ine- 
briate; to secure the legal prohibition 
of the liquor trafiic. These wom- 
en banded thus together § strive 
to attain these five objects by 
every legitimate and honorable 
means. Holding public meetings 
in which they plead their cause and 
present different phases of their work, 
distributing literature—they seize every 
opportunity to urge theirclaims. In 
this city they are back of this recent 
social purity movement, seeking to 
save their fallen sisters, and because 
the public does not hear much noise 
about it, is no reason why it is not go- 
ing forward. 

The Sunday closing was most urgently 
pressed by the W.C.7.U. They sustain 
a Ransom Home in which many women 
have been redeemed to useful lives, 
women who otherwise would have been 
lost. This quiet work known to com- 
paratively few, is held in the firm clasp 
of the W.C.T.U. The sacrifices te 
maintain it as a saving work for lost 
women have been many, and still the 
work goes on. Within two years 
thirty-five women have been within its 
walls, most of whom have been saved, 
as far as human eye can see. 

There are in this city four or five 
bands of children enlisted under the 
total abstinence roll, who are instructed 
weekly in principles of truth, righteous- 
ness, purity and temperance. 

Cottage prayer-meetings are held in 
many parts of the city among the 
mothers who cannot get outto the 
churches. Mothers’ meetings are held 
to lead mothers especially toa better 
understanding of their duties toward 
their homes and children. Wherever 
there are the poor, neglected, fallen, 
drinking, impure—there this society 

seeks an entrance to give help and com 
fort, and relief. 

Because their work is carried on 
somewhat quietly, with no loud prelude 
or blare of trumpet—do not believe thac 
they are not persistently working, their 
ultimate aim being the total overthrow 
of the liquor traffic, as it at present ex- 
ists. 

At the meeting of ‘the Ministers’ 
Union yesterday the following resolu- 
tion was passed: 

Resolved, that we heartily indorse the 
plan ot oursisters of the W.C.T.U., for se- 
curing the liquidation of the indebtedness 
of $25,000 resting upon the Temperance 
Temple, and pledge them our sympathy, 
our prayers and our cooperation.

He Made a Bad Matter Worse, 

In his letter accepting the Democratic 
nomination, Mr. Cleveland created a 
curious political mosaic. And the more 
it is analyzed, the more curious it ap- 
pears. While attempting to break the 
force of the charge that his party is for 
out and out free trade, by reapeating 
the old platitudes about favoring tariff 
reform only, he makes matters worse 
by indorsing the position that a protec- 
tive tariff is unconstitutional. It is, he 
says, “opposed to every sentiment of 
justice and fairness,’’ and he declares 
that it is ‘so clearly contrary to the 
spirit of our Constitution and so directly 
encourages the distarbance by selfish- 
ness and greed of patriotic sentiment 
that its statement would rudely shock, 
our people, if they had not aiready been 
insidiously allured from the safe land- 
marks of principles.’’ 

Yet it did not shock George Washing- 
ton, James Madison, Thomas Jefferson 
and James Monroe. Mr. Cleveland will 
hardly claim that, in their day, they 
had already been “insidiously allured 
from the safe landmarks of principles.’’ 
The second act passed by the American 
Congress after the adoption of the new 
Constitution was an act for the protec- 
tion of American industry. James 
Madison reported it tothe House, and 
George Washington signed it as Presi- 
dent.. Ata later period, Andrew Jack- 
son, Daniel Webster’ and Henry Clay 
were staunch champions of protection. 
The free trade heresy was brought into 
prominence by John C. Calhoun, the 
grandfather of secession. It was in 
succession advocated by Jefferson Davis 
‘and. his coterie of Southern rep- 
resentatives. It was incorporated 
into the Confederate constitution 
as one of the cornerstones of 
the proposed new government. It 
was resurrected ,by Henry Watterson 
and his fire-eating coadjutors of the 
South in.the late Democratic Conven- 
tion. Thus the party which had been 
splitting hairs about tariff reform and 
steadily denying that it favored free 
trade, was brought toa sudden about 
face and took its stand on the Confed- 
erate corner-stone. In doing this it 
pitched overboard the precedents estab- 
lished by its founders, Jefferson and 
Jackson, and took for its patron saints 
Calhoun and Davis. That Mr. Cleve- 
land thinks it necessary to go to these 
worthies for the principles of republi- 
can government pure and undefiled 
looks a little strange. It has always 
been supposed that Washington, Mad- 
ison, Jefferson, Monroe. Jackson, Web- 
ster and Clay had rather loftier concep- 
tions of the duties and destinies of our 
Nation than the men who fostered and 
led the rebellion. . 

Mr. Cleveland has brought his party 
to a lame and impotent conclusion. He 
has appealed to the wrong authorities. 
His apology for the Democratic free- 
trade plank has only aggravated the 
offense. The conntry is not yet ready 
to repudiate the traditions of the fore- 
fathers and take up instead the cardi- 
nal doctrine of the defunct Southern 
Contederacy. 


Hew We ¢ Get the Scum of Europe. 

The reports of the commissioners 
sent to Europe last year by the Treas- 
ury Department to investigate the ex- 
tent and character of emigration to the 
United States are about to be issued by 
the Government Printing Office at 
Washington. They wiil make a volume 
of about 500 pages, and will probably 
create an international stir. In the 
division of territory to be covered 
Messrs. Weber and Kempster were as- 
signed to Northern France, Holland, 
Belgium, Germany, Russia, Austria and 
Hungary; Messrs. Powderly, Cross and 
Schuithies to Great Britain, Southern 
France, Switzerland and Italy.’ They 
did not, however, strictly contine them- 
selves to these limitations. Messrs. 
Weber and Kempster united in one re- 
port, but the other three commissioners 
made separate reports, all, however, 
agreeing in the main facts and con- 
clusions. 

Mr. Schulthies found that large num- 
bers of homeless children,of both sexes, 
under 16 years of age, were being 
shipped to the United States trom Liv- 
erpool, from “homes,’’ one of which 
alone has forty-one branches. The 
Royal Society in Aid of Discharged 
Prisoners, of which Queen Victoria is a 
patron, is cited by Mr. Schulthies as a

On July 29, disguised asa destituge 
alien pauper, 1 repaired to No. 15 Ar- 
lington place, London, and fonnd W. H. 
Wilkins, secretary of the. Association 
forthe Prevention of Immigration to 
England of Destitute Aliens, who, after 
listening to my story of destitution, 
gave me two letters, one tothe Emi- 
grants’ Information Office, No. 31 
Broadway, Westminister, and the other 
to the Society for the Relief of Foreign- 
ers in Distress, stating that his associa- 
tion kept paupers from larding in En- 
giand, the others assisting them to leave 
the country. 

I may instance the sham inspections 
of the steamship companies at Liver- 
pool, when they were not aware of the 
presence of acommissioner, and the 
careful inspgetion they held whena 
commissioner was there in prupria per- 
soma; and the fact that when we sought 
information, or even printed reports, 
they were refused directly, or »the ex- 
istence of such reports was denied, 
though we afterward succeded in pro- 
curing them, and in some cases the in- 
formation sought was flatly refused. 
While incognito, I found that no medi- 
cal inspection whatever was held, not- 
ably at such ports as Bremen, Ham.- 
burg. Amsterdam, Rotterdam, Antwerp, 
Liverpool, Queenstown, Palermo, Na- 
plesand Havre. There may have been 
physicians around, but the only inspec- 
tion had when the emigrants embarked 
was that of their passage tickets. 

I have not yet completed the special 
report on- my return steerage voyage, 
which will show that one ofthe socie- 


ties, viz., the Society of Friends of For- | 


eigners in Distress of which the Prince 
of Wales is president, assisted me, dis- 
guised as a destitute alien, to leave En- 
gland under the asstimed name of 
William Scot on the steamer Servia of 
the Cunard line, November 6, 1891. 

Mr. Schulthies says that of all socie- 
ties for assisting pauper emigrants, the 
most colossal is the Jewish Colonization 
Association, otherwise known as the 
Baron Hirsch emigration scheme. 

He says it is a matter of public noto- 
riety that British criminals receive 
short penal sentences and long periods 
of surveillance to induce them to emi- 
grate to the United States, and that 
one-half the criminals of Scotland are 
helped by aid societies to come to the 
United States. 

The German government does not 
openly assist emigration, but places no 
obstacles in the way of paupers who 
wish to leave. The Govétnment Office 
at Amsterdam is chiefly engaged in ex- 
pediting to America Jewish refugees 


and other paupers who arrive thefe. In, 


Italy he found 160 agents who are not 
compelled to give bond, with 4000 sub- 
agents scattered through every prov- 
ince, whose business it is to induce 
their fellow-countrymen to emigrate. 
The Italian government gets a revenue 
of $3.50 from each emigrant for a pass- 
port. His interpreter was inthe em- 
ploy of a steamship company, graded as 
a steward, and his business was to in- 
struct steerage passengers what to say 
and how to land at Castle Garden. 

In conclusion Mr. Schulthies says:- 

From the foregoing report it will be 
seen that there are many persons en- 
gaged in the business of transferring 
from the moribund systems of European 
misgovernment vast.numbers of their 
dangerous, pauperized, diseased, de- 
crepit and criminal population, 
only as a safety valve to their oyn ovet- 
strained machinery, but to serve as an 
element of weakness in this républic, 
the greatness of which they view with 
growing alarm. 

Some ofthese persons are the occnu- 
pants or heirs apparent of thrones, of- 
ficers of charitable societies and boards, 
and agents of carriers by land and sea, 
some of the latter subsidized by foreign | 
governments to monopolize the ocean} 
carrying trade. Others are within 
bounds of these United States who dis- 
tribute the human detritus as contract 
laborers, imported by them to increase 
dividends at the expense of wages and 
the dignity of labor. Still others or- 
ganize these malcontents into groups to 
wage war on our system of government 
and edeavor to bury popular sover- 
eignty beneath a mass of un-American 
jargon and bomb-throwing anarchy. 

The remedy is not less conspicuous 
than the wrong, viz: 

(A) The creation of three resident: 
commissions, located respectively at 
London, Berlin and Naples, the chair- 
man to bea medical expert, with local 


cipal ports of embarkation, whose duty 
it should be to furnish credentials to 
desirable emigrants, and to report to 
the Superintendent of Immigration all 
cases likely to be in‘confict with our 
laws. 

(B) The reorganization on an efficient 
basis of the present system of inspec-’ 
tion at our own ports and frontiers. 

(C) A protective per capita tax on 
all immigrants a? the point of entry 
into the United States. . | 

(D) The abolition of the prepaid tic- 
ket system. 

(E) Improving the steerage for the 
protection of passengers, so as to afford 

ventilation and 
sanitation. 

(F) Anenabling act authorizing the 
Nation’s Executive to interdict immi- 
gration wholly orin part and to enforce 
a national quarantine in cases of extra- 
ordinary emergency, such as war, pesti- 
lence or diplomatic exigency.

The Mvstericus Sword Trick. 
(From La Nature. ] 

Do you suffer from pains in the stom- 
ach? We propose the following remedy. 
Nothing could be more simple or more 
inoffensive, yet wearing the appearance 
of ‘heroic treatment,’’ 

You are to thrust into the pit of your 
stomach the blade of a sword to which 
is attached, threaded asin a needle, a 
long, red ribbon. As soon as you are 
thus impaled, the sword is to be seized 
by the point and pulled completely 
through the body; then the ribbon is 
drawn forward, backward, in such a 
manner as to secure a complete cleans- 
ing of the stomach. 

But a truce to pleasantry! 

The sword used in this recreation is a 
simple, steel blade, is not at all sharp, 
is thin and flexible, such as seen in our 
illustration at A. The point of the 
sword is sufficiently blunt to ayoid any 
danger of being broken. 

‘Lhe prestidigitator, whose body will 
be simply half encircled, but apparently 
pierced, by the sword, wears around 
his hody, under his waistcoat, a sort of 
girdie, which consists of a rectangular 


of the other justices except Harrison, : tube, bent into the form of a semi-circle, 


‘the ends of which are turned back in 


opposite directions, in such a manner as 
to be in line with each other, the two 
orifices opening, one in front and the 
other behind, at right angles tothe 
chest and to the back of the operator 
(see fig. b.) This tube is held in place 
by straps attached to little buckles at 
the two extremities. It is the presti- 
digitator himself, who, apparently 
seizing the point of the sword instinct-- 
ively, as if to defend himself, inserts it 
between the buttoning of his vest, into 
the metallic tube, it comes out at the 
back between the ‘coattails ; it might as 
well come out in the small of the back, 
as in our illustration, but then an 
opening would have to be made in the 
back of the coat, 

The illusion is complete, for the rea- 
son that the flexible blade of the sword, 
after following the’ curve around the 
body, comes out straight from the end 
of the tube because of the form of the 
latter. Only it is necessary to perform 
the trick rapidly in order that the spec- 
tators may not have time to observe 
that the length of the sword is dimin- 
ished for the moment, the curved line 
which it follows in its passage not 
being the shortest distance from en- 
trance to outlet of the tube. 

You will, perhaps, still entertaina 
doubt as to the effoiency of our remedy, 
but, frankly, is it not quite as ue ar 
many another!

Meeting of the City Convention |. 


Yesterday. 
A New Departure in the Way of 
Making Nominations. 


Large Number of Names Presented, 
but no Selection Made. a 


An Adjournment Taken Until! Thursday 
Evening to Look up Records—Radi- 
cal Resolutions Adopted— 
Procecdings in Detall. 


At 10 o'clock yesterday morning B. 
W. Batclrelier, chairman of the Peo- 
ples’ Party Committee, called the city 
convention to order in the Operahouse 
Hall, on Main street. There was quite 
asprinkling of ladies in the various 
delegations and they all took a deep in- 
terest in the proceedings. Small-sized 
babies of both sexes also occupied prom- 
inent seats in the main body of the hall 
and during the most exciting scenes 
they made themselves heard. 

MR. SHEWARD’'S SPEECH. 

A few minutes before all the dele- 
gates had taken their seats J.T. Shew- 
ard was invited to make a speech and 
gave the Citizens’ Water Company a 
hard slap and warned the delegates 
against the minions of this company. 
He stated that an attempt would be’ 
made to capture the convention and 
have that body indorse their candidates. 
He stated that the party must not nom- 
inate ex-Mavor Workman, for he isa 
stockholderin the City Water Company, 
and, notwithstanding the fact that he 
had promised to sell his stock, the 
speaker did not believe he would. 

He also gave President Bonsall of the 
council several hard raps and stated 
that that gentleman had not been true 
to the people who elected him. He had 
been with the water comprny from first 
to last. 

TEMPORARY ORGANIZATION. 

The chair then stated the object of 
the convention, and informed his hear- 
ers that the first order of business woula 
be the selection of a temporary chair- 


man. 

E. GC. Schnable, W. L. Wolf and B, W. 
Batcheller were placed in nomination. 

Mr. Batcheller withdrew in favor of 
Mr. Schnable, and after a little squable 
as to how the vote should be taken it 
was decided to have a secret ballot and 
the vote stood: 
E. C. Schnable....

Mr. Schnable was declared the unani- 
mous choice of the convention, and on 
taking the chair announced that the 
next business was the selection of a 
temporary secretary. | 

Messrs Vinette and .Wolf withdrew 
and Mr. Gunn was unanimously elected 
to fill the office. 

The various committees were then ap- 
pointed as follows: 

On permanent organization—B. W. 
Batcheller, B. F. Lane, A. G. Hinkley, 
A. R. Street, J. F. Greenan. 

On credentials—J. W. Lang, A. N. 
Schauz, William Stevens, C. W. Sonne- 
man, P. H. Maioney. 

On moticn it was decided to appoint 
a committee of three to attend the City 
Council and ask that body to call up the 
water proposition to determine the 
question of whether the city shall own 
the water system. 

The chair appointed the following 
committee: Messrs. John Robinson, 
Louis Lockel and Dr. Peebles. 

A recess was then taken until 1 p.m. 


AFTERKNOON SESSION. 


Water Resolution Adopted—Nominations 
for the Severe! Offices, 

Chairman Schnable called the conven- 
tion to order at 1 o'clock and the del- 
egates hurriedly took their seats. 

The first business before the conven- 
tion was the report of the Committee on 
Credentials, and the chairman of the 
committee read offa list of delegates 
giving three to each voting precinct in 
the nine wards. The report was 
adopted. 

At this stage of the proceedings the 
chair stated that there had been many 
complaints about the hall, and he sug- 
gested that the convention move tosome 
other place. 

Considerable time was consumed in 
discussing a resolution to adjourn to 
Turnverein Hall, after which the mo- 
tion was voted down bya large ma- 
jority. 

The Committee on Permanent Organ- 
ization was called upon to report, and 
the temporary organization was made 
permanent. 

On motion the chair appointed a com- 
mittee on platform and resolutions as 
follows: J. Neubauer, Mrs. Alex, Mrs. 
Hinds, Arthur Vinette and Alfred Moore. 

Delegate Robinson, of the committee 
appointed to visit the Council, stated 
that that body had just adjourned when 
they reached the City Hall. The com- 
mittee interviewed several members of 
the Council and they were in favor of 


‘in the selection of candidates, 


the convention shonld be very careful 
while 
others thought the convention should 
select its ticket at once and not give 
the wire-pullérs of outside parties time 
to get in their work. 

The report of the Committee on Per- 


manent Organization was presented 
and adopted. 
On motion, it was decided to limit 


nominating speeches to three minutes, 
and the delegates were assessed 25 
cents per head, 

MAYOR WORKMAN EXPLAINS. 

Fx-Mayor Workman, who had been 
charged with standing in with the City 
Water Company, was then given five 
minutes in which to explain his posi- 
tion. He'stated that he appeared be- 
fore the convention as a private citizen 
and not to influence their votes. He 
said he was not a servant ofthe water 
company or any other corporation, | 

When his. mother died, a few years 
ago, she left him a few shares of stock 
in the company, but he sold the stock 
and was strongly in favor of seeing the 
city managing and owning its water 
works. 

Delegate Hinkley proposed to ask Mr. 
Workman some questions, but as Mr. 
Workman said he was not a candidate 
the matter was passed. ’ 

Mr. Hinkley then wanted to allow 
other candidates, who have been 
charged with all kinds of things, to be 
allowed to address the convention. The 
matter was put to vote and voted down. 

On motion, it was decided to have the 
candidates pledge themselves in writing 
to support the platform of the coftiven- 
tion and to declare that they would sup- 
port the other nominees of the party. 

THE PLATFORM. 

The Chair then adjourned the con- 
vention for fifteen minutes to give the 
Committee on Resolutions time to re- 

ort. 
. At the expirationof fifteen minutes 
the Chair called the convention to or- 
der, ahd the Committee on Resolutions 
reported as follows: 

We hold that the administration of mu- 
nicipal affairs should be placed in the 
hands of capable and honest merf without 
reference to their views on State or 
national affairs, and that they should only 
be required to pledge themselves to carry 


out the reforms herein provided, We de- 
mand: 

First—The city ownership ofthe water 
and lighting systems. 

Second—We demand that no more street 
car franchises be granted, that those 
which exist terminate as soon as possible 
to the end that the city shall own and ope- 
rate all street railways, that wages of em- 

loyés may be raised, their hours of work 
essened, the municipality derive revenue 
from the use of its streets and reduce fares 
to two for a nickel. 


Third—We demand the establishment of 
a free public employment office for the pro- 
tection of wage-earners from the greed of 
unscrupulous private employment offices. 

Fourth—We want the city charter 
amended so as te allow the city work to be 
done by the day instead of by contract. 

Fifth—We demand the abolition of the 
chain gang. 

A MIXED-UP DISCUSSION, 

The convention. proceeded to enter 
into a mixed-up discussion concerning 
the advisability of taking charge of the 
street railways, and one of the female 
members of the convention added her 
voice to the general confusion. 

The convention finally decided to 
‘strike out clause No, 2, and the motion 
was carried. 

The following resolution was then 
adopted: 

WHEREAS, it is absolutely necessary to 
put in nomination only competent and 
trustworthy men, whose names will give to 
the people of this city positive assurance 
of an econontical and honestly-adminis- 
tered city government; and 

WHEREAS, undue haste in making nomin- 


ations must certainly result in grave er- 
ror, there-fore be it 


Resolved, that in order to give delegates 
an opportunity to fully investigate the 
qualifications of all candidates, the ballot- 
ing on said nominations shall begin Thurs- 
day evening at 7:30 o'clock and be pro- 
ceeded with until completed. 

FOR MAYOR. 

B. W. Batchiler then came forward 
and placed W. A. Ryan in nomination 
for Mayor, and set forth his good quali- 
ties in glowing terms. 


A. G. Hinkley placed in nomination 
C. M. Wells. He stated that he named 
Mr. Wells for the reason that the Peo- 
ple’s party had been accused of stand- 
ing in with the Democtatic party, and 
if he is taken up by the convention the 
Republicans will alsotake him up. Mr. 
Wells was hota member of the Union 
League, and he hadeven gone so far as 
to oppose Hervey Lindley for Congress. 

N. Wittlesev named W. H. Workman, 
and H. M. Stevens named William 
Meek, while E. M. Hamilton placed the 
name of J. T. Sheward before the-con- 
vention. 

A motion declaring nominations 
closed was made, but was not put for 
the reason that nominations should be 
left open till Thursday evening. ~* 

H. P. 8S. Davis nomipated H. T. 
Hazard. 

W. L. Wolf placed Dr. J. H. Bryant's 
name before the convention and stated 
that he was not only a friend ofthe 
People’s party, but would make a good 
run, 

A delegate at this point rose and 
handled Mayor Hazard without gloves, 
and stated that the Mavor wads not the 
friend of the working people. 

D. F. Loud moved to.strike the 
Mayor’s name from the list, and quite a 
squabble followed, whenthe delegate 
who nominated the Mayor withdrew 
his name.

The City Council met in regular session 
at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon,|President 
Weed presiding and all the trustees pres- 
ent.

‘rhe proposed new ordinance bearing on 
the aduption of comprehensive sanitary 
regulations next came up for discussion, 
and had not Mayor Weed desired to take 
the 4 o'clock train for Long Beach, there 
is no telling hew long the discussion would 
have beenkeptup.

Never was there so large and enthusias- 
tic a political meetingin Pomona ag that 
of the Republicans here last evening.

tendance at the operahouse, but ggue had 
an idea the assemblage would be anywhere 
near so large as it was. As eaniy as 7 
o'clock people from Rincon, Ontario, Clare- 
mont, Spadra and Lordsburg began to ar. 
rive intownin conveyances of every de- 
scription, and long before the doors of the 
operahouse were opened the streets about 
the building were thronged with men and 
women, ail bent on securing seats in the 
meeting.

No man evér held 
such an audience here spellbound for an 
hour as Uncle Billy Williams. He madea 
great speech here in 1888, but he sur- 
passed it last night.

The people have been very much worked 
up of late over the new tax rate for the 
coming year. It has at last been definitely 
fixed and settled, and all want to know 
what it is. Last year our rate was 75 
cents, but itis considerably higher this 
year, and 25 cents higher than ever be- 
fore. Our City Council fixed the rate at 
65 cents, leaving the Board of Supervisors 
to ix the school tax. Last year it was 20 
cents, this vear it is 35 cents. In addition 
to this a building fund of 10 cents has also 
been levied, making the total rate $1.10. 
‘The county rate is $1.20, making a total 
of $2.30;for all purposes. The Boardof 
Education says in regard tothe rate of 35 
cents for school purposes that. they asked 
forenough to run the schools eighteen 
months this time, as, owing to the change 
in the law, the rate is assessed from Janu- 
ary to before it was from 
July toJuly. The old law expired last Juiy 
and the beard asked for enough to run the 
schools from July, 1892, to January, 1894. 
Last vear the schooltax was 20 cents. 
The rate, however, is not exce:sive as 
compared with other California towns, in 
fact it is much below the average. i

Diseases of Poultry. 

{Poultry Monthiy.} 

Except in the case of very valuable 
fowls, it is not desirable for a farmer 
ot any one else, to lose time in attempt- 
ing to doctor a sick fowl. Ina case of 
Troup, it is better to at once kill the 
bird and burn its remains, as the dis- 
ease makes rapid progress, and, if once 
established in a fiock, is almost impos- 
sible to get'rid of. Roup is known in 
its first stages by fowls sneezing, wheez- 
ing or snufting, sometimes accompanied 
by a discharge from the nostrils. 
Later on the discharge becomes thicker 
and has a very offensive odor. Some. 
times the head swells so as to com- 
pletely close the eves, the fow! refuses 
to eat, and, eventually. dies in a very 
emaciated condition. There are sev. 
eral forms of roup, all of which are in- 
fectious and contagious. Should a fow! 
be running at the nostrils, the virus is 
conveyed to the others by the sick one 
dipping its beak into the drinking water 

and so contaminating it.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. | 


Another New Railway is Promised 
for Los Angeles. . 


It Will Parallel Both the Santa Fe and 
Southern Pacitic—Visiting Omficials 
View the City—Local 
Notes. 


A dispatch from San Francisco brings 
informati f the filing of articles of 
incorporati@n for the San Bernardino 
and Los Ahgeles Railroad Company. 


five miles in length, to be built from 
Los Angeles to Morongo Pass, where 
the Louthern Pacific now crosses the 
mountains of San Bernardino county. 
The directors of the company for the 
first year are D. S. Dorn, Samuel Mil- 
ler, F. E. Johns of Sam Francisco; M. 
H. Sherman, president of the Consoli- 
dated Electric Railway of Los Angeles, 
and R. A. Day of Oakland. The capital 
stock is set at $2,000,000, of which 
$75,000 has been subscribed. The 
true inwardness of this 
prise is not yet known, but 
there has been talk for some 
time of building a road which should 
run direct from Los Angeles to River- 
side, passing through Whittier and 
Chino, and makiygg connection with 
some prospective road which should 
come from the East. The sincer- 
ity and financial ability of this 
company to carry out such ap enterprise 
can be better known later. The direc- 
tors are all substantial people, many of 
them interested in the street railway 
system of which Mr. Sherman is. the 
head. 

VISIT OF SOUTHERN PACIFIC OFFICIALS. 

The party of Southern Pacific officials 
who went to El Paso the other day on 
an inspecting trip came to the city 
again yesterday noon by special train. 
In the party were J. A, Fillmore, gen- 
eral superintendent; H. J. Small, su- 
perintendent of motive power and ma- 
chinery; J. H. Wallace, assistant en- 
gineet maintenance of way; Messrs.

SERIOUS CONFLAGATION. 


Washington Strect Car Barn and Other 
Bulldings Destroyed by Fire. 

The big car barn of the ‘Blue Line’’ 

Street Railway Company, at tne corner 
of Washington street and Vermont ave- 
nue, just beyond the city limits, to- 
gether with several frame buildings, 
850 tons of hay stored in the barn, two 
cars and one mule, were destroyed by 
fire. 
About 1 o’clock a telephone message 
was received that the oarn was on fire 
and the fire engines responded, al- 
though the barn is beyond the city 
limits, but they were powerless to do 
any good for lack of water. 

The horses and mules, some hundred 
or morein number, were got out, with 
a single exception, and taken to the 
Twelfth street barn, where there is 
ample accommodation for them, and 
traffic was not delayed. 

An employé named Peck first discov- 
ered the fire in rolling down a bale of 
hay and gave the alarm, when a tele- 
phone message was sent to the engine 
houses and all the track hands called in 
to fight the flames. The fire spread 
rapidly, communicating to the adjoin- 
ing- building occupied by Gibbons & 
McGinnis as a saloon. Several build- 
ings across the street also caught fire 
and were destroyed. . 

Superintendent Akin, of the cable 
company, the lessees of the ‘Blue 
Line,"’ says there were 350 tons of hay 
in the barn.

Final Ordinance Passed Calling a 
Bond Election November 2. 


The Electric Railroad and the Buena 
Vista Street Bridge. 


A Vigorous Protest Against Allowing the 
Road to Crods it—The Usual Reaut. 
ine Street and Sewer Business— 
Motions and Kesolutions. 


There was the usual grist of muni- 
cipal business awaiting the considera. 
tion of the City Council yesterday morn- 
ing, when that body was called to order 
at 10 o’clock by President Bonsall. 

Mayor Gaty of Santa Barbara was 
present and addressed the Council, at 
the request of President Bonsall, with a 
few remarks complimenting the city’s 
government and the signs of material 


advancement and progress on every 
side. 


COMMUNICATIONS FROM THE MAYOR, 

After the minutes were passed upon, 
acommunication from the Mayor was 
read in the matter ofthe ordinance for 
the grading of Thirty-firat street, which, 
through an error had been mispub- 
lished. His Honor recommended. that 
the ordinance be repassed. — 

An invitation from the Italian resi- 
dents of the city asking the Council to 
attend their celebration on ober 22, 
Was accepted with thanks, 

The usual routine reporté/from the 
various city officers were wee and 
accepted. 

THE NEW CHEMICAL ENGINES. 

The special committee of tha loca- 
tion of chemical fire engines reported, 
recommending that such engines be lo- 
cated one on Pico street, oné on Grand 
avenue near Twenty-fifth st and 
one agp Central avenue néar Ninth 
street, and, further, that the clerk be 
instructed to adverties for bide on the 
same, was adopted. 

The Park Commission presented a de- 
mand for the payment of an assessment 
op a certain lot for the opening of Sixth 
street, amounting to $1121.90, which 
the funds of the commission would not 
cover, to'the Council for,,approval. It 
was referred to the Finance Committee.

THE BNGINEBKS’ REPORT. 

The report of the engineers, which 
was also presented, is as follows: 

Tothe Special Committee on Water Supply 
of the Cownetl of the City of Los Angeles—Gun- 
TLEMEN: Pursuant to your request of the 
27th inst., we have examined the plans and 
specifications for the proposed munici 
water system on file in the City Olerk’ 
and in the City Engineer's offices. The 
time available for our investigations has 
limited usto an examination of the gen. 
eral scope of the plans and speelifications at 
present on file in those offices, and we find: 

First—The normal supply of the Los 
Angeles River at the proposei point of 
diversion is estimated by the City Engineer 
to be about thirty: five cubic feet per sec- 
ond, This supply would furnish a popula- 
tion of 124,000 with 170 gallons per 
capita per day, = this amount is a reas- 

Second—The proposed for divert- 
ing the water into the main condyit, viz.: 

jointed pipes, surroynded with 
broken stone and gravel, ata under and 
adjoining the river bed, we helieve, 
accomplish the object, and will deliver the 
water treed from impurities of surface flow. 

Third—The main conduit, from the point 
of diversion to the site of reservoir No. 7, 
is practically only a matter of construction, 
as there is a ditch now carrying water on 
this line the entire distance. The grades 
shown on the profile are sufficient to pass 
the quantity estimated in this report 
through a conduit of the proposed size, 
with a velocity safe to the structure. The 
specifications for the conduit have been ex- 
amined and are satisfactory. 

Fourth—The pumping piant is located at 
the point which will require the least 
amount of pumping. andthe specifications 
for the same, calling, as they do, for re- 
sults, and thus leaving the city free to bene. 
fit by the competition of different makers 
of Dp we believe will insure satisfac- 


Pifth—The two distributing reservoirs 
seem to be well located to accomplish their 
purpose, which is to sappy the higher lev- 
els of the ate on both sides of the river, 
and the specifications will, if carefully fol- 
lowed, give good reservoirs. 

Sixth—The reservoirs and distribution 


system, in its main lines, appears to be 


planned to serve al] districts of the city, 
whenever the citv chooses to extend the 
system, We have not gone into the detajis 
of the smaller distribution pipes of the sys- 
tem, as we do not understand this to be 
within the scope of your instructions, as 
this isa matter largely depending on the 
conditions existing at the time of con8truc- 
tion, other than to examine the specitica- 
tious for iron pipe, which we find satisfac- 
tory and think will secure for the city an 
excellent quality of pipe. 

Seventh—The Scares lan of the works 
we find to be so devised that the whole area 
of the city cam be supplied with water by a 
mere extension of this system in the future, 
and in the area at present supplied by the 

several water companies, the plants of these 
companies can be Utilized, so far as they are 
of proper design, should the city at any 
time acquire them.

An important opinion was rendered 
yesterday in the United States Circuit 


Court by Judge Ross in the case of the 


county of San Diegw vs. the California 
National Bank et al., upon demurrer of 
the defendants to the complaints as set 
forth, 

The case involves the priority of right 
to the funds remaining in the custody 
and all the assets of the bank neces.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
The History of the Old Cannon—Aceces- 
sions to the Library. 

The Historical Society met at Judge 
Austin’s courtroom last evening.

J. M. Guinn gave the history of the old 
cannon that for years stood at the old 
courthouse, also thataf the two com- 
panion pieces that guard the -curb- 
stone at the corner of Commercial 
street.

They were buried by the 
Californians in the sands of Arroyo 
Seco when Steckton captured the city. 
Thelr burial place was discovered by 
Gillespie. He had them taken up and 
mounted on Ft. Hill. When Capt. Gil- 
lespie was forced to retreat teSan Pedro 
he camried the guns with him, and be- 
fore he embarked his troops on the 
Vandalia he spiked the guns, broke off 
the trunionsand rolied them intathe bay. 
Some years afterward B. D. Wilson had 
them fished out and brought to the city. 
Two were planted at the corner of Com- 
mercial and Main and the other two at 
Arcadia and Main. These latter were 
taken up. mounted on improvised car- 
riages and for ten years stood guard 
over the old courthouse.

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AT THE PAVILION. 


Opening of the Sixth District 
Agricultural Fair. 


The Best Exhibit of Home Products 
Ever Placed on Exhibition. 


Some of the Unique and Striking 
Features of the Display. 


The Address of President Wells of the 
Chamber of Commerce—An Attrac. 
tive Programme Arranged 
for Today, 


The thirteenth annual fair of the 
Sixth Agricultural District opened yes- 
terday. 

The agricultural, horticultural and 
mechanical exhibit is displayed at Haz- 
ard's Pavilion, while the blue-blooded 
stock and fast horses are at the park. 

For the pasttwo years, since the 
Chamber of Commerce has had charge 
of the fair, the display has been shown 
in their hall on South Main street, 
where the comparatively limited space 
has forbidden an exhibit of such mag- 
nitude a#the present. No attempt has 
heretofore been made togive a me- 
chanical display, but this year one en- 
tire side of the lower floor ‘of the Pa- 
vilion is given up for this purpose. 

All aay yesterday the big pumpkins 
and squashes, melons and cabbage 
heads, beets and potatoes were rolling 
into their respective places. One am- 
bitious 225-pound pumpkin climbed to 
the top of the pumpkin pyramid in the 
center of the main floor, where it sits 
on the apex grinning in a sardonic, 
Jack-lantern sort of way at its more 
diminutive fellows below. 

Smiling mothers with babies in their 
arms were constantly coming and go- 
ingy entering their dimpled darlings 
for the exhibit of California's greatest 
and best crop--her babies. This, one 
of the most interesting features of the 
fair, will come off on Wednesday after- 
Hoon. 

Perspiring beauties, with blushes and 
smiles, filed timidly into the secretary's 
office to stake their chances on winning’ 
the prize for beauty. Anarmy of work- 
men were scurrying about, hurrying 
things into place and when, at 
evening, the electric lights flashed 
their bright, .white glow over the 
display, they revealed an_ exhibit 
of California products conceded to be 
the finest ever shown at the Sixth Dis- 
trict fair. Even old Californians, who 
have become fairly surfeited with mar- 
velous specimens of fruits and vege- 
tables, expressed open admiration and 
amazement at this display. 

‘*This is the finest fruit display I ever 
saw,’’ remarked a San Franciscan who 
has resided in California twenty years, 
As one enters the «Pavilion his gaze 
falls first’ on a iovely floral dis- 
play from the Raymond nurseries at 
Pasadena. Beyond this is a table laden 
with products from Downey and her 
surrouring towns. Clusters of full- 
grown oranges, not yet turned, are sus- 
pended artistically from tripods, and 
from a trellis in the center of the table 
hang great clusters of pale muscats, 
flaming tokays and purple mission 
grapes. All sorts of fruits and vege- 
tables ‘are grouped about these central 
figures. 

Next this table is a splendid exhibit 
of dried fruits put in by the Bliss Bros. 
of Duarte. A huge pyramid of jellies 
in glasses rises from one end of this 
table, displayed by Mrs. S. A. Crane of 
Duarte. Beyond this tableis the pump- 
kin pyramid made of monster pumpkins 
mingled with jars and sacks of grain 
and nuts. 

At the right of the entrance is a long, 
evergreen-wreathed table on which is a 
magnificent display of Vernon products 


“tifal rosés and choice 
down the center of the table, broken 
only by a rack of sleader shelves which 
rises in the middle and is filled with 
glasses of transparent jelly, from palest 
amber to deepest wine. This parterre 
of flowers is flanked with fruit on one 
end ofthe table and mammoth speci- 
mens of melons, squashes, cabbages and 
beets onthe other. Here are found 
apples, pears, peaches, figs, tomatoes, 
quinces, plums, oranges and lemons. 

Just beyond ‘this table is Ventura's 
display. Oneend of the table is de- 
voted entirely to the honey exhibit and 
a magnificient one it is. Beeswax, 
molded into all sorts of forms. and 
honey in the combin globes and iars 
and curious shaped glasses. Then 
there are beans—of course. Beans in 
the pod, beans on the vine, beans in 
glass jars and beans in sacks. There 
are immense onions, both red and 
white, potatoes, pears—a dozen or 
more growing on one branch—and 
scores of other productsto be men- 
tioned later. | 

Opposite the displays of Vernon and 
Ventura are those of Pasadena and Po- 
mona—the former devoted largely to 
canned and dried fruits, and the latter 
embracing a large variety of fruits and 
vegetables. 

The machinery department is not vet 
in order, but will be today and will be 
one of the most interesting parts of the 
display. By this evening the whizz of 
machinery and rapid revolution of 
wheels will add to the general hum of 
activity. The electric fountain will be 
in operation, the gas engines will hiss, 
the turning lathe will get in its work, 
the sugar beet will be analyzed, and 
myriadsof electric jets will flast out in 
curious and beautiful designs from the 
Electric Lighting Company’s depart- 
ment. 

The Union Oil Company of Santa 
Paula has its pagodain shape. It isa 
facsimile of the one designed for the 
World’s Fair. 

There are the usual trade displa ys, 
many of them unique and all attractive. 

The exhibit of the Southern Califor- 
nia Science Association in the room at 
the left of the. entrance attracts uni- 
versal attention. Here are also mag- 
aificent displays of Indian baskets, rugs 
and curios, put in by Mrs. Ellen B. Farr 
and Mrs. Jewettof Pasadena. 

A “case of horrors’’ was arranged for 
by the Science Association, embracing 
a collection of weapons. each connected 
with some horrible crime committed in 
this vicinity, but it was decided to do 
away with this exhibit lest, the grew-

On the upper floor are many trade 
exhioits. Here also is one display of 
unusual merit, that of the silk cocoons 
put in by the Ladies’ Annex, arranged 
under the direction of Mrs. Jeawdne C. 
Carr, the State Silk Commissioner for 
Southern California, and Mrs. Lansingh 
ofthis city. It is one of the most 
unique and artistic exhibits in the 
whole building and is alone well worth 
a visit to tne fair. 

In the art department, which is at the 
rear of the gallery, is the tapestry 
painting of Mrs. Jenkins, which took 
the prize atthe’ St. Louis exposition. 
The artists of the citv have contributed 
liberaily of their treasures, and the pho- 

raphers’ displays occupy a large 
persion of the wall space. The art gai- 
ry has outgrown the space allotted to 
it, and the outer canvas partition has 
been utilized asa bagcground for some 


of the choicest pieces. The balance of 
the gallery is devoted to trade dis- 
plays, the Womans’ Exchange exhibit 
of fancy work, quantities 
work, the Ladies‘ Annex exhibic of silk 
and the ice cream parlors and lunch 
room in charge of these same ladies. 

The attendance was not large 
night. It seldom is on opening night. 
Everybody supposes that the exhibits 
will not be fally in place, so they defer 
their visit tilldater in the week. This 
is a mistake. Everything, with the ex- 
ception of the machinery, was in run- 
ning order last night. 

J. C. Newton, president of the Sixth 
District Agricultural A-sociation, pre- 
sided at the opening ceremonies. On 
the platform were seated members of 
the Chamber of Commerce and other 
prominent citizens, 

THE OPENING ADDRESS. 

The opening address was delivered by 

C. M. Wells. president of the Chamber 
of Commerce, who dwelt largely updn 
California's preparations for the 
World’s Fa'r. He compared the char- 
acteristics of Southern California's cli- 
mate, fertility of soil and energetic 
citizens to those of other portions of 
the State which he has recently 
visited. He brought out the fact 
that the dominant § ideas which 
call into being nearly all the ac- 
tivities of our modern fairs are 
those of education. exchange of ideas, 
instruction and advancement in the 
various fields of horticulture, agricul- 
ture, manufactures, etc., and the more 
potent idea of advertisement. It is 
this last idea that has been the incen- 
tive to appropriate $300,000 to make 
a State @displuy at the World's Fair. 
He gave statistics and figures showing 
how much interest is aroused on this 
subject, and extolled Southern Califor- 
nia for the harmony with which her 
people are working together for this 
one purpose. Personal ends and indi- 
vidualities seem completely eliminated 
and entirely subservient to the general 
good. Inno other instance within the 
State are counties working in joint 
action or taking advice and direction 
from a central organization as is the 
case here with the six southern coun- 
ties and the Southern California World's 
Fair Association. 
_ In closing he paid the following high 
tribute to the citizenship of California: 
“It is with warmth that I claim for 
Southern California a high grade of 
citizenship, and this is true also largely 
throughout the-,State. The observer 
who watches the street throngor listens 
to the speakers of a public assembly or 
sees our agriculturists or horticultur- 
ists in session or meets them individu- 
ally will be struck, as I was, when first 
a tourist, with this fact. The reason is 
not far off nor difficult to find. 
It is the man of enterprise 
who tries to better his  con- 
dition, and Southern California is 
filled with such. Men who have broken 
down in the old homé through the very 
stress of mental and physical activity, 
seeking and finding here a new lease of 
life. Men who reach after the best 
there is to be had in physical surround- 
ings and find here release from storms 
and colds and changes of seasons. Men 
who delight in the perpetual beauty of 
nature that here surround them. Men 
of means, able to buy the best con- 
ditions of existence, who here find life 
atitg best. As aconsequence we find 
here following: agriculture and horti- 
culture a higher average grade intel- 
lectually than is met in the same walks 
of life in the East; retired merchants, 
bankers, professional men and others, 
who, for health or for amnsement. or 
for occupation or for profit, are leading 
quiet lives amopg their orchards of 
fruits and surrounded with congenial 
neighhors and peace and plenty. 

‘These are some of:the more pro- 
nounced factors in making up the pull, 
the vim, the unanimity with which 
Southern California took hold of World's 
Fair work and is now pushing that work 
to fruition, and these are some of the 
factors that in the past have made our

our.district fairs Dok Onis possible, but. 


great successes.”’

A Connecticut veteran attending the 
Washington encampment told this 
story of Lincoln: 

‘One day while in Washington I 
joined the throng and attended the 
President’s Saturday reception in the 
White House. President Lincoln, Mrs. 
Lincoln, Secretary Stanton aud others 
stood in a group. The long line of vis- 
itors slowly approached the President. 
I was cautiously treading my way, 
guarding my disabled right arm, which 
I carried in a sling, for l nad been left 
for dead at Antietam. I was unshaven 
and unshorn, my blouse, cap and clothes 
showed the effects of the march, the 
bivouac and the battle. Waen I en- 
tered the room the great, kind-hearted 
and immortal Lincoln left his place and 
friends, rushed to where I was, and 


seizing my well hand pressed it convul- 


sively and exclaimed: “Sod bless you. 
boy!’ the tears streaming down his 
cheeks. Thus was that great sympa- 
thetic soul ever thinking and caring for 
the wounded and suffering soldier.’’ 

It is not impertinent to ask how Gro- 
ver Cleveland, who asks to stand again 
in the great-hearted Lincoln's place, 
feels toward these shattered heroes of 
a united cointry. Has Grover Cleve- 
land ever been known to show even 
ordinary sympathy at the sight ofa 
wounded soldier?

Pnfortunately, 
however, when they once come in force, 
they ofte rVade the most cleanly 
homes. ne of the most successful 
methods in dealiag with flies isto hang 
up some herb or plant which is offensive 
to them, and not offensive to the resi- 
dents of the house. 

Sweet clover, which grows plentifully 
by the roadside, and has a_ faint, 
pleasant. odor, unobjectionable to any 
one not afflicted with hay fever, hasthe 
reputation of being abhorred by flies. 
A few sprays of this plant hung in the 
parlor, cra cluster of the sweet. white 
tassel-like heads as a bougmet on the 
center-table, will do more work in 
ridding the room of flies than a dozen 
fiy-traps. There is considerable doubt 
whether any trap which contains 
molasses, sugar or any such materiai 
does not draw in more fies than it kills, 
besides being a disgusting and uncleany 
way of meeting this nuisance. :

Regular Semi-monthly Meeting of the 
| Poard Last Evening. 

A Namber of Substitute Teachers Ap 
pointed—Bilis Approved—tiealth 
Officers Report on the Baild- 
inge—Koetine Business. 


The Board of Education held its regu- 
lar semi-monthly meeting in the Council 
chamber of the City Hall last evening. | 

The report of Health Officer Mac- - 
Gowan on the sanitary condition of the 
public schools, endmerating the various 
points where repairs disinfecting 
were necessary, was read. ‘Dr. Boal 
moved thatthe report be referred tothe 
Building Committee with power to act. 
It was so ordered, and the committee in- 
structed to proceed with the work of 
remedying the defects immediately. 

A communicatfon, accompanied ‘by 
specifications, for the removal of the 
street school building was 
ordered to the Fitiance Committee for 
consideration andaction. 

Dr. Seymour sent in alengthy com- 
munication protesting against) paying 
tuition in the public schools for one ot 
his children. The communication was 
referred also to the Finance Committee. 

A leave of absence was granted Miss 
Blanche E. Blaville until January next, 
as teacher in the Eighth street. school, 
and the resignation of Miss Ida 
Blodget accepted by the board. 

Health Officer MacGowan further 
recom mended that the vacoination law 
of the State be enforced. Referred to 
Teachers’ Committee. 

The clerk ofthe board stated that 
owing to recent ‘‘cuts’’ made by dealers 
in the prices of text books used in the 
Highschool, the tooks were difficult to 
obtain, as the retail stores were Inth to 
handlethem on-acconnt redu:+ 
tions. 

The matter was referred to the Class- 
ification Committee with instructions '@ 
act at once in obtaining means for the 
furnishing of such books. 

Superintendent Friesner reported the 
schools open witha large attendance .

DISCOVERY OF THE SPOT WHERE 
JLUMBUS LANDED. 


Walter Weltman Tells How He Explored 
the Bahamas and Settled the Contro- 
versy Conoerting the First Land Sight- 
ed by Columbus—A Fascinating and 
instructive Narrative. 


(Copyright, 1898.) 
In May, 1891, the editor of the Chi- 
eago Herald wired me at Washington, 
“Can you find, the spot where Colum- 
bas discovered America.and mark it 
with a memorial?” -My reply was, 
“Will try." If it had been a request to 
find the north pole or cipture a mer- 
maid I suppose the answer would have 
been the saine, The newspaper corre- 
spondent is not surprised at anything. 


whieh 


The plan of The Herald was easy - 
to understand. For centuries the iden- 
tity of the island which Columbus first 
landed upon had remained unknown. 
The quadricentennial of the discovery 
of the New World was about to be cel- 
ebrated in Chicago with a great exposi- 
tion, and The Herald thought it proper 
that the spot at which occurred the most 
tremendous event in history should be 
sought out and appropriately marked. 

This was a queer task, but a fasci- 
nating one, I wentatitin characteristic 
American fashion—that is, jumped at it. 
I ransacked the Congressional library 
and other libraries. {cabled to London | 


for a book which was not ta be found in 


America. | procured from the hydro- 
graphic office charts of the Bahamas 
made by our government and the Brit- 
ish admiralty. 

Night and day study of the mystery 
of the discovery quickly showed these 
facts: In all history there is nothing 
that throws light upon the landfall save 
the journal .kept by Columbus himself. 
Five islands had been put forward as 
the real San Salvador, and hundreds of 
books aud pamphlets written in support 
of these theories. The correct theory 
must be based upon two conditions: The 
island itself must. have certain features 
described by Columbus , Teefs, 
harbor hard: by a headland through 
which the sea had cut its way, &tc.— 
and it mmst lie at certain distances 
and in certuin directions from five 
other islands visited and described by. 
Coilnmbus.:' As to the latter condition, 
inspection of the charts showed Wat- 
lings to be the only oné that would fit 
the geometrical] lines of Columbus’ first 
voyage thruugh the Bahamas. [If it 
contained the physical features which 
Columbus had found in his San Salva- 
dor, then the mystery was solved. 
Oddly ehough, the learned historians, 


bers and 


bad not taken the troubje to visit the 
region of which they discoursed. Had 
they done so their controversy might 
have come to an end long ago. 

Early in June our expedition sailed 
from New York. We went by, Ward 
line steamér Santiago to Nassau, the 
capital of tho Bahamas,.having on board 
in addition to Charlies Lederer, the fa- 
mous artist of the Chicago Herald, a 
stonemason, a marble. globe, a memo- 
rial tablet, thirty batrels of cement, a 
man servant, a photographic outfit and 
sundry boxes, barrels, demjohns and 
bottles containing the necessaries of life. 

At Nassau we had a narrow escape. 
The governor of the Bahamas was to 
leave for England within an hour or so 
after our arrival, and without his au- 
thority we could do nothing. An hour 
of hustling, the assistance of the Ameri- 
can consul and a letter which | had 
brought from Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
British minister at Washington, and 
Governor Shea gave us a letter com- 
manding all thé local officials of the,Ba- 


hamas to place themselves at our com- 


mand. Lucky for us that we Caught 
kindly Governor Shea. The lieutenant 
governor, who came into power the min- 
ute the governor sailed, was against us. 


_ “impertinent, presumptuous Yankees!” 


he exclaimed: ‘‘to think they can come 
down here and in a few weeks set- 
tle one of the great mysteries of history!” 
If the lieutenant governor had had his 
way we should have been sent back to 
New York quicker. 

Watlings was 200 miles away. We

Captain Nairn became our 
counselor, friend and foeman. ; With 
him we explored tho island. A coral 
rock it is,a dozen miles long and half 
as broad, containing large lagoons of 
brackikh water, covered with tropical 
vegetation, nearly surrounded by ia 
Eight hundred negroes live here, ti 
altogether probably 4 score of ‘acres of 
land, subsisting principally on fish and 
other sea food. They are an honest, 
pious, temperate people. Their, chief 
failing is a predisposition toward piracy, 
and woe to the cargo of the ship that is 
wrecked upon their shores. This pirat- 
ical tendency they came naturally by, 
for this coral island was once the rendez- 
vous of infamous Blue Beard, and some 
of these poor people are no doubt his 
direct descendants. 

But 1 could see little in this island 
save Christopher Columbus. At every 
turn the great discoverer was suggested.
